{ TOMMY ANOCKERS 
(The Towns of Tinic) 
by Beth Kay Harris 


Disaster pointed up the superstition that existed among the 
miners, a thing few people are aware of; but superstition among 
the miners waS aS common as among the sailors of the sea. 

Saxon or Celt, these beliefs about the mines came with them 
from the old world. 

With the Cornish, it was the “Tommy Knockers. The Cornishmen 
said that the wail of the dead could be heard from those who had 
been killed in the mines. These experienced miners, for 
generations accustomed to the work below, feared nothing about a 
mine except the Tommy Knockers. 

There were those amon the Cornishmen who claimed to have heard 
the warning of the phantom pick in certain parts of a mine. 

Once this warning had been issued, nothing could induce a 
Cornish miner to work these drifts. They would say they had been 
warned by the dead of danger. 

Their fears can best be told in one of their ballads: 


TOMMY KNOCKERS 
"Av you ’eard of the Tommy Knockers 
In the deeo dark mines of the West 
Which the Cornish miners ‘ear?

FIRE FIGHTERS FIND CACHE & 
(From The Ogden Standard Examiner ) 


It isn’t a lot of money by todays standards, a few hundred 
dollars stashed in jars and bottles, and hidden in the eaves of a 
Old two story home in Monroe Utah. 


There it lay, forgotten for most of a century, until now. Fire 
fighters trying ta knock down a stubborn chimney. The fire 
Fianters were tearing at the eaves with ares ind cicks wnen Aa

We were rearly Kind of surprised, RAL evier County Veouty 
Dwight Jenkins, a member of the Monroe volunteer fire department. 
“One fell out...then a couple more.” 


In all, three old jars and a sealed tin can turned up, Jenkins 
said. Inside was stasned about $600 in old currency and silver, 
including some apparently valuable collectors bank notes. 

"It’s pretty wild," Jenkins said. “There’s 72 silver dollars, 
and 90 percent of them are over 100 years old. More importantly 
to coin collectors, all are in excellent condition, having 
weathered the years sealed in a heavy old Mentholatum jar. 

The remainder of the cash, “folding money, according to ee 
Jenkins, was stored ina pickling jar and a can that once held 
pickling spices. 

Almost all of the currency dates between 1900 and 1924, 
including some oversized silver certificates: A few of the notes 
bear the name of the bank they were issued from, making them 
doubly valuable, according to coin collector Alvin Rust of Salt 
Lake. 


One of the notes was issued from a bank in Price. Others were 
from Salt Lake and Boise. 

"The Price note is a good one, ‘Rust said. The note could be 
worth as much as $200 or more, depending on its condition. 

Value of the silver coins will depend on their mint, condition 
and age, he said. 


Speculation about who hid the money is rampant in Monroe, 
Jenkins said. The most popular rumor is the money belonged to a 
“couple old bachelors’ who lived in the home more than 60 years 
ago. 

And Jenkins said this discovery isn’t the first such on the 
property. He said the previous owners of the home found more than 
$2,500 in old money about a decade ago.

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MINERS BASIN 


The Utah gold fever that struck in the 1890’s involved every 
corner of the state. At the 10,000 foot elevation on the flank 
of Mt. Waas, east of Moab, gold-bearing gravel was discovered 
in 1888, although not much work was done until a stamp mill was 
built below the Tornado mine in 1896-97. 


A mining district called Miners Basin was established in 
1898, & a small town by that name, & abbreviated to Basin, grew 
up. The town is located above a glacial moraine also containing 
some gold. The moraine gravels were hard to work however, as 
the stones were angular rather than being stream worn. 


From about 1896-1905 some 75-80 people lived in town. 
Buildings included two saloons & restaurants, (one of the 
saloons was run by a blind man by the name of Sam McGraw). a 
hotel, blacksmith shop, post office, mine buildings & 
dwellings, all made of logs as timber was so readily available. & 
Mail was taken up from Castleton on horseback six times & week, 
and supplies as needed. 


By 1908 only six to eight families were left attempting to 
wrest the copper, with traces of silver and gold, from the 
mountain. After 10 years most of the snafts & tunnels extended 
only 50 feet into the mts. with the farthest barely 150 feet. 


Up until 1966 the mine & bEeildings were still under lease; a 
caretaker lived in one of the log houses built in 1898. A 
couple of mine buildings & power house sit on a ledge up at the 
caved in mine entrance. Cold, clear water trinkles from the 
opening down in town, several old log buildings of various 
sizes are clustered together in a picturesque high, Mt. meadow 
surrounded by evergreens & quaking aspens. 


What has become of this town hasn’t been reported on in the 
last 20 years. It might be worth investigating!!!
